TRICK SHOOTING, 
The Way Some -of the Stage Feats 
Are Accomplished. 


When a champion rifle shot fires 
Diindfolded at a wedding ring or a 
penny held between hix wife's 
thumb and finger or seated back to 
her shoots, by means ofa mirror, st 
an apple upon her head or on a fork 
held in her teeth, the danger of using 
a bullet is obvious. None, of course, 
in needed. The explosion is enough. 
The apple is already prepared, hav- 
ing been cut into pieces and stuck 
together with an adhesive substance, 
and a thread with a knot at the end, 
pulled through it from the “wings,” 
so that it flies to bits when the gun 
is fred, is “how it is done.” 

Generally the more dangerous a 
feat appears the more carefully is 
all danger guarded against. In the 
“William Tell’ act the thread is often 
tied to the sssistant’s foot. When, 
again, the ash is shot off a cigar 
which the assistant is smoking a 
piece of wire is pushed by his tongue 
through a hollow passage in the cigar, 
thus thrusting off the ash at the mo- 
tent of firing. 

A favorite but simple trick is the 
shooting {rom some distance at an 
orange held in a-lady’s hand. Great 
applause is invariably forthooming 
when the bullet drops out en her cut 
ting open the [ruit. It is inserted by 
hand earlier in the evening. 
‘Another popular trick is that of 
snuffing out lighted candles, Half o 
dozen are placed in front of a screen, 
{in which as many small holes are 
bored, one against cach candle wick, 
At the moment of firing a confederate 
behind the sereen sharply blows out 
each cafidle with a pair of bellows. 

In moat instances where a ball or 
other object lias to be broken on,a 
living person’s head blank cartridge 
is used and the effect produced by 
other means. A special wig with a 
spring conceal 4n it worked by a 
wire under the clothes is generally 
used, the confederate manipulating 
the spring simultaneously with the 
| firing of tho rifle. As the ball is of 

extremely thin glass, a mere touch 
suffices to shatter it, 

In these exhibitions some of the 
rifle “experte’’ invite gentlemen from 
the audience {o testify that the 
weapon is indeed loaded. The cart 
ridge shown looks very well, but it 
is a shell of thin wax blackened to 
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resemble a leaden bullet. It would 
not hurt a fly.

Tle common wild violet affords one 
of the most remarkable Illustrations of. 
the care and apparent forethought of. 
nature In preserving a species. As dy- 
erzbody knows, the violet grows In the 
shade, in ‘pastures, woods and fields 
where the grass Is abundant and Jong. 
It comes up early in the spring and 
flowers ata time when the grass is 
most abundant and succulent, Of 
course it is lable to be cut down by 
the seythe, but much more Ilkely is it 


‘to be bitten off by grazing animals. 


The violets that come in the spring 
elther do not seed at all or very spar- 
ingly, so that if the plant relled on its 
spring dowers for sced it would prob- 
ably perish off the earth in a very few 
years, 7 
. Bat In the late fall the plant bears 
another crop of blossoms tbat are ney- 
er. seen save by the professional bota- 
bist, They are very small, utterly in- 
significant in appearance, and grow 
elther just at or below the surface of 
the ground, These are the flowers 
which produce the seeds for the next 
season. The flowers on long stems 
blooming in spring are only for show; 
the hidden flowers are for use, and the 
number of seeds they bear may be 
judged from the ease with which a 
wild violet bed spreads. 

When the seeds are ripe the pod ex- 
plodes, scattering them to a consider- 
able Gistance, often to ten or twelre 
feet from the parent plant, so that In 
plte of its boasted modesty the riolct 
not only takes care of itself, but be- 
comes a troublesome aggressor.

New York, Mareh L—A cable de- 
spatch to The Sun from London says; 
The writer has refrained as long as 
possible from calling attention to the 
utter ineptitude and incompetence of 
the Italian authorities in administer. 
ing relief to the earthquake sufferers, 
The whole world within a few days 
of the disaster contributed an im- 
mense sum for the immediate allevi- 
wuien of the sufferings of the survi- 
vers.

tion, It is now two months sines 
the curthquake, and thousands of 
sufferers vre still unfed, unclothed ;

It should be explained that there 
is not the slightest suspicion of dis- 
honesty in connection with their 
work; indeed, it is the absurd, almost

Minister of Justice In Debate on Mo- 
tion For Papers Severely Criticizes 
“Confiscatory” Action of Ontarie 
Gdvernment In Barring Out Min- 
ing Company—'’Phone Rates Dis- 
cussed at Night Session. 


Ottawa, March 2.—I only trust 
that the day will never come when 
they mzy see reason to regret from 
personal experience that they (the 


voters of’ Ontario) did not condemn at 
the polls, as it ought to have been 
condemned, this manifest “encroach- 
ment upon the rights of property and 
the right to resort to cqurts,”” said 
Mr. Aylesworth, in concluding a 
specch yesterday afternoon on a mo- 
tion of A, H. Clark (Essex) for papers 
in connection with the request of the 
Florence Mining Co. for disallowance 
of the act respecting Cobalt and. Kerr 
Lakes, passed-by the Ontario Legisla- 
ture*’in 1907. j 
Mr. Clark declared the act to be a 
clear violation of the vighth com- 
sania inasmuch as-\it es only 
confiscated private property, but pre- 
ventéd the Florence Minibe Co., the 
prior claimants, from following up 
their case in the vourts. The’ Florence 
Mining Co, had appealed in vain to 
both the Lieutenant-Governor and the 
>“governor-in-council at Ottawa to dis- 
allow the act, while Justice Riddell 
had decided that even to the extent of 
confiscation of private rights, the Leg- 
isluture was acting within its compet- 
ence, 9 
The proposition to refer the matter 
to uppeal to decide whether the pro- 
werty was open for exploration’ was 
Telused. Then the act of 1906 was 
rushed through, which the Florence 
Mining Co, believe took from them;

Miss Florence Kinrade Has An- 
other Story of Murder. 





Fourth Tale of Shooting Has it That She was Fired at Herself 


Several Times as she Escaped 


Hamilton, March 2.—Miss Florence 
Kinrade was yesterday morning inter- 
rogated by Provincial Detective Mil- 
ler and City Detectives Bleakley and 
Coulter. She was in a very nervous 
and hysterical condition, and told an 
almost totally different story of the 
affair from which she first told. 

She said that when she wns up- 
stairs she heard xhots fired, that she 
ran downstairs past the man and got 
out of a side window, the man firing 
several shots after her, 

She also said that when she came 
back into the house she grappled with 
him, and that when she ran out of 
the front door to give un alarm he 
fired several more shots after her. 
She said that the murderer was not 
a tramp, as he was too well dressed. 
She conlg not be sure whether she 
would know him again. 

The autopsy has confirmed the fact 
that seven shots werg fired into the 
body of the murdered girl. 

The police deny that they found a 
blood-stained scarf in the back yard 
aa they were inspecting the premises 
after the shooting. The found a rag 
from an apron Iving in the bushea, 
but cay that it had no blood stains 
on it, and they attach no significance 
to it. 

Imerest is now being centred on 
the inquest, which is due for Wednes- 
ay night. It is not certain that Miss 
Kindale will be able to be present to 
testify, according to her father's 
opinion last night. It ix anticipated, 
however, that there will be some sur- 
prising information from: the medical 
men who made the post-mortem ex- 
amination. 

Meanwhile, everybody has a theory 
of his own, One prominent military 
man declares that the shooting must 
have been done by « strong man, well 
used to firearms, else the bullets 


and in such vital region. 
tain some shots were fired while the 
woman was prostrate. 

Another man who has been follow- 
ing the case closely holds to the 
theory that the shooting was done by 
someone who knew the family and 
the house; that Miss Florence realiz- 
ed that her sister was in danger and 
ran upstairs to tell her to lock her- 
self in her room; that Miss Ethel, 
in fear, hurried down the backstairs 
to escape, only te be met by her as- 
sailant. He also suggests that the 
shooting was done some time before 
Miss Florence notified the neighbors, 
but that thiis delay was due to the 
{act that she likely had swooned in 
the interval. This theory is support- 
ed, in a way,*in the statement that 
the coroner on arrival noted that the 
dead girl’s hand was cold, as though 
death had taken place some time 
before; while it would also sccount 
for the fact that no man was noticed 
to leave the house just previous to 
Miss Kinrade's giving the ,alarm. 
Many other theories and stories are 
in circulation, 

Mr. Kinrade has ‘decid to offer 
the reward of $1,000 for the detection 
of the murderer. Mrs. Kinrade knows 
that her daughter came to her death, 
but has been told that it was the >re- 
sult of an accident. Ae 
Mr. Kinrade talks of taking his fum> 
ily away from the scene of the tra- 
gedy for a time. 

The detectives will interview Miss 
Florence Kinrade again to-day. They 
say, in spite ‘of reports to the con- 
trary, that she apperred to be quite 
calm and collected during their inter- 
view yesterday, though laboring un- 
der.a strain, until they were coming 
away when she went into hysterics 
again. 

The fact that she has told them 
four different stories has proved baf- 
fling to them. Yesterday she said 
that when she jumped out of the side 
window, the man grabbed her and 
pulled her back into the house again. 
The police say that there were no in- 
dications of o struggle having taken 
place at the window, and they can 
find no trace of the bullets she says 
were fired after her when she jumped 
out of the window and when she rush- 
ed from the house to give the alarm. 

The constables who have been out 
looking for suspicious tramps return. 
ed without making any arrests. They 
claim that they found the surrounding 
country overrun by armed hoboes.

Comprehensive System. 





New Force For Province ls Reported 
to Be In Progress of Organization 
Which Will Overcome Present Dif- 
ficulties tn Dealing With Crime— 
Men Will Be on Salary and Each 
Witl Know Every Foot of 'District.. 


Toronto, March 2,—The ‘Ontario 
Provincial Police” will be designed to 
insure. law-observanve and law-en- 
forcement. Its mission will be-to cs- 
tablish and maintain Ontario’s good 
name, at home and abroad—to make 
this province alike feared by evil- 
doers and goes by the people at 
large. It will co-operate in the en- 
forcement of the liquor laws, the 
stamping out of disorderly houses and 
petty crime, 

No official intimation as to the com- 
position or character of the proposed 
organization has yet been forthcoming 
from the Government, but it has becn 
learned that the project will probably 
be a comprehensive and thorough one. 

It is unofficially reported that a 
provisional draft of the proposed 
organization and equipment of a force 
of provincial police is now practically 
in readiness for Government super- 
vision. Under this plan a systematiz- 
ed organization is contemplated. The 
official! head will, it is understood, be 
the Attorney-General, while immedi- 
ately under him will be the chicf exe- 
cutive officer, who will have super- 
vision over the entire force. Associat- 
ed with the chief will probably be 
two divisional superintendents. 

In co-operation with the head office 
will likely be a staff—probably three 
to five—inspectors of criminal inves- 
tigation, or secret service men. 

The working force will, it is be- 
lieved, be composed of sergeants and 
constables. A sergeant will be placed 
over each county or district. His 
headquarters will probably be at the 
county town in the organized parta 
and ut the most central point in un- 
organized territory, He will be. re- 
quired to kego in constam touch with 
his men ond their work, and with the 
divisional superintendent. 

A strict code of rules will govern 
the constables. No one Will be al 
lowed to enter the force under the age 
of 21 or over thet of 33 y They 
may be required to qual by test 
or examination, must know thorough- 
ly the country in which they serve 
end have acquainted themselves with 
the statutes it is their duty to enforce, 

The intemion is, it is understood. 
to have the entire foree paid by sal- 
ery. The retention of fees or the ac- 
ceptance of comtuissions will be abso- 
lutely prohibited.

THE HAUGHTY TURK. 


High Handed Diplematio Methods of 
the Seventeenth Century. 

Indignities to which foreign envoys 
were formerly subjected in China were 
‘alld in comparison with those occa- 
sionally meted out to them in Constan- 
tinople. M. Julian Klaczks in his 
“Etude de Diplomatie Contemporalne” 
relates that in 1673 the grand vizier, 
having intercepted some French dis-" 
patebes, tried to force Del la Haye, 
first secretary to the French embassy 
and son of the ambassador, to gire 
him tbo cipber of the embassy. The 
young diplomat indignantly refused 
and was in consequence bastinadoed, 
strack In the face with such force that 
his teeth were broken, and be was 
thrown into prison. No attempt was 
made by Louis XIV. to obtain redress 
for the wrongs inflicted on his repre- 
sentative. 

Until the beginning of the elghteenth 
century Christian enroys to the porte 
trere forbidden to visit one another or 
even to confer with one another on 
neutral ground. They were not al- 
lowed to drive in public with their 
wives, and at-one time It was pro- 
posed to prerent them from Importing 
wine for thelr own consumption. A 
compromise was effected on this point, 
on the understanding that the accurs- 
ed Uquor was to be conreyed from the 
harbor to the embasaies at night and 
in great secrecy. 








The Order of the Seraphim. 

The Order of the Seraphim is the 
oldest and most famous of the decora- 
tions in the gift of the king of Sweden. 
Originally it. was instituted by Magnus, 
1V., some 000 years ago, to commemo- 
rate the slege of Upsala, the ancient 
capital of the Swedish kings, and its 
Statutes bound the recipients of the 
order to fight to the death for the main- 
tenance of their religion and to consti. ‘ 
tute themselres the special protectors 
of the widow and the fatheriess. 
When it was revived about the middle 
of the eighteenth century by King 
Frederi¢k the obligations laid upon the 
members were somewhat less onerous. 
The decoration consists of an elght 
polnted star in white ename} with cher- 
ubs’ heads of gold and is worn on a 
broad band of pale blue ribbon,

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"BREAKFAST IN LORDS. 





. The customary breakfast given at 
the opening of the legal term by the 
Lord Chancellor in the House of Lords 
to about 300 guests is an institution 
which goes back to the days of the 
versatile Brougham. For the last 40 
years it has been held in the House 
of Lords, but at an earli¢r date it was 
given in the Lord Chancellor’s resi- 
dence. It is a relic of the times when 
breakfast was a great social function. 

Many other ‘great men had what 
may be termed: the breakfast habit. 
Thus Mr. Gladstone was a regular 
giver of breakfasts and- a constant 
attendant at them when given by oth- 
ers. Of recent years, however, the 
breakfast has fallen into desuctude as 
a socinl function, except at the uni- 
versities, where young men are still 
found who are capable of consuming 
three or four courses and the while 
maintaining a genial flow of elegant 
conversation. ‘ 

Recently an attempt has been made 
to tevive the breakfast. Thus the 
King in 1907, at Newmarket, issued 
several invitations to breakfast par- 
ties. To our ancestors the meal was 
a solid one, of many dishes of meat, 
qualified by sack possets or small 
beer, the ancient equivalent of soda 
water. Tea was not known, and cof- 
fee wns only’to be found in the me- 
diaeval analogue of the modern, mu- / 
seum. 


NOMADS OF THE VELD. 


South African Masarwa Are Disappear- 
ing—Origin Cannot Be Explained. 
Rapidly diminishing, with their 

origin still unknown, the Masarwa, or 

bushmen of the Khalahari Desert. 
would appear to be a people well 
worthy of study by the ethnologist. 

A contribution to their life story ap- 

pears in the new number of The Af- 

rican Monthly,” from the pen of Mr. 

C. C. Clements Vialls, who has been 

trading for some years past on the 

Bechuansa border, and hes often come 

into contact with these strenze dwell- 

ers on the watertess plain. Closely 
resembling the Huttentot in color and 
features, the bushmen are gifted with 
an abnormal amoyrt of instinet, bot 
with very little fntellect. Their voea- 
bulary is confined to some three hun- 
dred words, and is a series of “clicks,” 
like that of the Hottentot; but not 
even the Hettentot ean understand 
them. They have no rites or cere: 
monies, use no pots or cooking nten- 
silx, and possess no werponsa beyond 

» bow and 2 sheaf of poisoned arrows. 

Their powers of endurance are amaz- 

ing: they can run down giraffe, cland, 

wildebeeste, and duiker until their 
quarry drops from sheer exhaustion. 

When short of other food they eat 

rata, reptiles, and insects of all sorts 

with n relish; but they refuse to 
touch monkeys, saying they are “poo 
ple,” like themselves 














Platypus fs Part Snake. 


It seems, on the authority of an 
Australian naturalist, that the duck- 
billed ornithorhynchus, not content 
with outraging most of the fixed laws 
of natural history, has to be classed 
in one respect with the order of veno- 
mous snakes . In a case at Kempsey, 
where a platypus was caught by a 
small boy and promptly “clawed his 
captor, he Casement held that the 
poison which entered the boys arm 
was ee with snake poison, Un; 
fortunately, however, there is no 
polson sac in the vicinity of the claw. 
nor is there any ejection orifice. But 
may vot the platypus, asks the natur- 
alist\already referred to, be able to 
transfer “Potren from its bill to its 
claw? That $s the explanation some 
bushmen give of the intense virulence 
of a platypus wound. The saliva of 
enraged animala or birds is often 
poisonous. It ia not retained in a 
sac, or carried along a duct, as the 
snake’s poison ix, but when it mingles 
with human blood it produces many 
of the effects of snake bite.

- “There was a quaint strike at Mun- 
gindi recently,” writes a Sydney (N. 
§.W.) correspondent to The Standard 
of Empire. “Acting on the instruc- 
tions of the Aborigines’ Protection 
Board, a local police officer , visited 
the aborigines’ camp. and seven 
youthful blacks of both sexes were 
transferred to the public school, where 
they proudly took their places among 
three or four score of white children. 
In « few moments the school was in 
an uproar, and as soon as jt was 
realized that the new pupils had 
come to stay the white children, deat 
to the master’s protests, left the 
building in a body.. On the following 
day the aborigines were in sole pos- 
session, and on the day after that 
the authorities concluded that the ex- 
periment gave no promise of success, 
so tha aborigines were sent back to 
their. camp.

Vigorously Resents Mr. Ayles- 
worth’s Cobait Speech. . 

















Ontario's Premier In Reply to Minis- 
ter of Justice Says That Latter 
Spoke With Only One Side of the 
“Facts—Little Attention Paid to the 
Minister Anyway — Esimates For 
Year Total Over Seven Millions. 


Toronto, March 3.—In moving the 
adjournment -of — the — Provincial 
Legislature yesterday afteraoon Pre- 
mier Whitney drew the attention of 
the House to “the violent spirit of 
animosity towards the Province of 
Ontario exhibited by the Minister of 

| Justice for the Dominion of Canada 
in the House of Commons at Ottawa 
on Monday,” in connection with Flor- 
ence Mining Co, petition for disal- 
lowance. 

In tones that conveyed no uncertain 
meaning, Sir James referred to two 
statutes passed by the Legislature, 
the first of which was on the statate 
j books of the provines for months 

without producing any stricture from 

Hon, Mr. Aylesworth. Thero waa a 
fundamental principle of British law 
Vall over the world that no action 

could be brought by any claimant 

against n British Government, nor be 
allowed to tuke his cases into a court 
of law without leave from that Gov- 
ernment. The Prime Minister quoted 
precedents within the province te 
show that this principle had been ac 
cepted, but would only draw atten- 
tion to the point when the hon. gen- 
tleman (Mr. Aylesworth) had attempt- 
ed to draw conclusions contrary to 

this fundamentel principle. . 

‘The Prime Minister felt- that this 

course was quite in line with other 

evidences that had come lately from 

Ottawa of hostility towards the Peo 

ple and Province of Ontario, “be- 

cause, forsooth, the people of the Pro- 
vince of Ontario have said to every- 
body to whorn it wa’ necessary to say 
it, that they proposed to be governed 
by a Government of *their own 

choice.” =e * 

Continuing, the Prime Minister 
said that Hon. Mr. Aylesworth's 
statement was made with a knowledge 
of the facts of but one side — an ex 
parte jedgmens— which it was hardly 

ssibly to believe. The duty of the 

inister of Justice was to pronounce 
upon ‘the constitutionality or uncon- 
stitutionality of the act. 

“Happily,” said. Sir James, ‘the 
people of this province are not in the 
habit of paying much attention to 
Mr. Aylesworth in bis capacity as 
stateaman. We do not think they 
ere likely to do so in the future, ex- 
cept xs they regard him as a cur- 
iosity.”*

He thought the bill had 
been rather rushed through the Com- 
mons owing to the unfortunate acci- 
dents which had occurred within a 
very short space of time. The bill as 
worded might be the means of sub- 
Jecting, ‘not merely the railways, but 
the whole public to very great incon- 
venience and difficulty in carrying on 
the business of tHe country. 

Senator Gibson, while strengly fav- 
oring the proper peeeke of cross- 
ings by railways, thought there should 
not be undua haste in dealing with 
this bill, and he did not know that it 
would be for the benefit of the public 
to press the railroads beyond reason.

Sir Claude de 
Crespigny, who witnessed the affuir, 
says, “Had the King not moved away 
a second e¢arlicr he would certainly 
have been struck and killed by that 
murderous handle!" 

No man ever had a narrower escape 
from death by typhoid than His Mn- 
jesty, in the latter part of the year 
1871. For days the prince lay uncon- 
scious, stricken by the terrible dis- 
ease, and Queen Victoria journeyed 
ea froin Scotland to Sandring- 
nan? to be present at what was feared 
would be her son’s death-bed. The 
moat skilful doctors could give no 
hope, and a cloud of awful uncertain. 
ty hung like a pall over the country. 
On the first day of December the 
prince -rallied, and the hopes of the 
nation brightened, only to be dashed 
to the ground by the news of a ser- 
fous relapse, on which occasion hope 
was. finally abandoned, the whole of 
the royal family being summoned: to 
the bedside. To the astonishment of 
the eminent physicians the prince still 
lingered on, .and ultimately, to the 
joy of the nation, he completely re- 
covered, 

The serious illness of the King pre- 
vious to his coronation will be remem- 
bered by all, and no one will ever for- 
get the deep sympathy and anxicty 
that pervaded the whole Empire. 

As is well known, King Edward is 
an ardent sportsman. While tiser 
-and elephant-hunting in India His 
Majesty had many hairbreadth es- 
enpes. On one occasion the King was 
making his way through the thick 
undergrowth of a Ceylon jungle, when 
he was startled by « tremendous 
crashing of branches close at hand, 
Almost before he could cock his rifle 
an elephant burst through the dense 
trees and charged thunderously down 
upon the King. Instead of endeavor- 
ing to seqane. our sovereign coolly 
pointed his piece at the head of the 







































shot struck the elephant, and, al- 
though it did not immediately kill the 
animal, it caused the great creature 
to swerve aside within a few feet of 
His peeyh Had it not been for 
that cool shot the King must have 
been mangled beyond recognition by 
those ponderous fect and deadly 
gleaming tusks!

Uses For Brown Coal. 

“The Utilization of Brown Coal’ 

| Was the subject of a paper read at a 
i mecting of the Society of Chemical 
Industry, in Melbourne recently by 
Wykeham Bayly. The duthor stated 
that Victoris, more than any other 
state, was favored with valuable 
brown coal, the deposits being practi- 
cally beyond computation, In ‘many 
respects the deposits were equal in 
value to .those in Germany, which 
produces nearly 50,000,000 tons of 
brown coal annually. “He had obtain- 
ed ammonia sulphates and other valu- 
wble products from the coal, and 
found ia exceptionally well adapted 
for making producer gas. By reduc- 
ing the watery contents 10 to 18 per 
cent. and using hydraulic pressure, 
they had made briequettes, which 
were superior in calorific value to 
* those manufactured in Germany. He 
estimated that bricquettes could be 
manusfagured xt Morwell on a large 
scale, and delivered in Melbourne at 
13s, Gd. per ton. It was, however, for 
producer gas purposes that the brown 
coal in Victoria-could be best utilized.

HOW TO CAGE A BEAR. 


Show Him Carrots and Gread and 
Lead the Way to His Den. 

Escapes of animals from their cages 

Ip zoological gardens and menageries 
are fortunately rare. When they do 
oceur the work of recapture Is set 
about In a businesslike fashion, and 
the prison breaker [s generally cap- 
tured before anything is known out- 
side. ‘ 
In the periodical {ssued by the man- 
agement of the Breslau. garden an 
amusing story ta told of an incident of 
this: kind.. Some scars ago,“on a fine 
nutumn morning, just after the gates 
were opened there was a lond knock- 
Ing at the pay window, and, In reply to 
the Inquiry of the money taker who 
presented himsclf, 2 man fn na state of 
great excitement sald that as he was 
walking on the Oder bank he had seen 
through the palisading a large bear 
loose in the grounds. “Greatly obliged 
to you, sir,” was the reply. “We know 
that already; that bear goes for a walk 
every morning and returns fo Its cage 
before the visitors come in.” _ 

The man went away quite satisfied. 
The official, who knew the real state' of 
the case, nt once ordered the gates to 
be closed, and the director was at once 
informed that the bear was loose, It 
was a serious matter, for the bear had 
kilied the keeper in a traveling menag- 
erie and for that reason was sold to 
the zoological garden. Morcorer, when 
a mate bad been put fn with him she 
soon fell a victim to his bad temper. 
While the authorities were considering 
the best steps to take to recapture the 
bear—for they were loath to shoot such 
a fine anilmal—the keeper whote negll- 
gence in leaving a door unfastened had 
caused the trouble made his appear 
ance. His onlg reply to the reproaches 
of the dl for allowing the bear to 
escape wes, “Well, we shall have to 
get him In again,” 

He went off to the storeroom, filled 
his apron with carrots and bread and 
then sought the bear. When he saw 
the animal he called ont to attract its 
attention and by throwing down food 
enticed It to the back of the bear dens. 
Here the man entered through a small 
coor by which new arrivals were put 
Into the cages, He was closely follow- 
ed by the bear, but reached the middle 
of the cage before It had scrambled 
throngh the small opening. Then he 
crepped on the goor* the rest of the 
focd he had fn bis dpron and made his 
way, out of the enge, which was at 
once securely fastened in front and at 
the rear, Thus the incident, which 
might have bad serious consequences, 
erded happily for those on’ whom the 
responsibility rested.—London Field.

Nova Scotia Government Introduces 
Act Establishing Commission. 
Halifax, N.8., March 5.—The Gov- 
ernment has introduced a bill provid- 
! ing for the creation of a public utili- 
ties commission in Nova tia. 
Public utilities are defined in the 
preamble as “every corporation, com- 
> person, association of persons, 
ir lessees, trustees, liquidators or 
receivers appointed by’ any court, and 
; every city, town, municipality or 
county that now or hereafter owns

Ontario Treasurer Explains the 


Provincial Accounts. 


In Every Case Receipts Have Exceeded the Estimates With Exception | 





of Casual Revenu: and Crown Lands Receipts-Change in 
. Fiscal Year Puts Government at Disadvantage--Clarke as 
, Critic. 





Toronto.. March §.—Hon. Col. 
Matheson, Provincial Treasurer, -pre- 


sented the budget yesterday after- 
noon. The financial statement show- 
ed that the estimated revenue for the 
past. year has been exceeded in al- 
most every item, while the expendi- 
tures have been kept well within the 
appropriations and the amount of 
eash on hand to-day is largely in ex- 
cess of the amount four years ago. 

The total receipts amounted to $8,+ 
602,902, or $331,000 in excess of the 
estimate. Cash in the bank on Dec. 
31, 1903, was $3,072,000, or $216,000 | 
more than in 1907, and the province 
has accumulated $97,500 towards sink- 
ing fund account against the Eng- 
lish loan. The present amount of | 
railway and municipal subsidies, not- | 
withstanding that during the year 
$240,000 ey been paid to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific for 132 miles of rail- 1 
way, under an arrangement by the 
late Liberal Government, and — 
to the Ontario Central Railway, 
$93,450 less than four yeara ago, Dur- 
ing the past four years the excess of 
revenue over expenditure has been 
$1,800,000, and, after deducting $500,- 
000 treasury certificates given to To- 
ronto University, the assets of the 
province are $1,300,000 more than ther 
were in 1904, 

In every case, said Col. Matheson, i 
the receipts had exceeded the esti- | 
mates with the exception of casual 
revenue and crown lands receipts. In 
the former there has-been a slight 
oversight in the estimate which 
should have been $110,000 instead of 5 
$140,000, accounted for by a fine of 
323,000 paid to the Town of Essex hy 
the Michigan Central Railroad. in 
connection with the explosion of a 
car of dynamite, and $8,000 on ac- 
count of the sale of land. 

In regard to crown lands revenue, 
there was a deficiency of $620,000, due 
to the trade depression of a year ago, 
from which the Cars ap | industry 
had not yet recovered, the Gov- 
ernment deemed it advisable not to 
press lumbermen forthe amount pay- 
ihe in view of the difficulty referred 


rhe amounts received in exceas of 
the estimated revenue are from: In- 
terest $100,000; public institutions, 
$28,000; Central Prison industries. 
£15,000; education, $8,000; “Provincial 
Becretary’s Department, $22,000; agri- 
aituse.” $13,000; Buceession duties, 
$535,000; supplementary revenue $25,- 
000; licenses, $27,000; law stamps, $5,- 
000; Government railway, $50,000. 

Dealing with the Temiskaming and 
Northern Ontario: Railway, ‘the total 
net revenue for the year was $419,- 
000, from which $350,000 was paid to 
the treasury for interest.

YOUR GRACE, REVEREND FATH- 
ERS, MY DEAR BRETHREN, 


We are assembled here to-day un- 
der the shadow of a death which has 
caused universal mourning through- 
out this city and throughout this 
diocese. Just one month ago the sad 
tidings that Father Twomey had 
-passed away brought sorrow, datep, 
sincere, heartfelt, to many homes in 
Kingston, in Morrisburg. in Tweed 
and in Belleville, for the members of 
his flock wherever he -labored, soon 
learned to appreciate the many ster- 
ling qualities of head and ‘beart 

Father Twomey possesacd, and to ad- 
malre those many public and domes- 

tic virtues which made him the pride 
of his parishioners and the object of 
their reverence and love. In the 
presence gf such unmistakable er¥j- 
dences of genuine unaffected regret. 
coming from so many quarters, con- 
sidering the innumerable tokens of 
respect and reverence by which his 
memory has been honored, and in the 
view of the great void Icft in this 
parish by the death of Father Two- 
mey, surely it is no exaggeration to 
say that the grave has closed’ upon 
ous who possessed in a marked de- 
gree all those high qualities which 
ennoble manhood, and all those grand 
Virtues which elevate and Blorify the 
character of the priest. 

Father Twomey was in a very trae 
Sense 4 great mun and an elempliry 
priest. This sentiment has been heard 
from many lips and repeated inany 
times during the last four weeks, 
What claim had he to this splendid 
enconium, this grand trikute of 
adiniration and love?) What bas he 
douc for God and far man? This is 
the question 1 am to nauswer this 
mornics for him, whose tonzue once 
0 eloquent, is now stilled in the si]- 
ence of the grave. The answer, my

we do not hesitate to say entitles it

viz: the rescue and protection of un- 
fortunate. children, the innocent vic- 
tims of cruelty and neglect. 

Thanks to the generous financial 
‘support received from your prede- 
-eeasors of the. Council of 1908, from 
the County Council and from many 
private citizens, the local Children’s 
"Aid Society haa been enabled during 
the ‘past twelve months to carry on 
this rescue work’ systematically and 
with a fair measure of. success. . A 
considerable_number.of children have 
recently been removed from deplor- 
able conditions of filth and neglect, 
and, for some of these, excellent 
foster-homes have, been found. 

One circumstance, however, heavily 
handicaps the Society and seriously. 
limits its power for good—the Jack 
of n_sufficiently large and properly 
furnished Shelter Home. Our_ pre- 
sent quarters are miserably” inade- 
quate as regards both space and sani- 
tary requirements. We have, at this 
date, twelve persons housed in a 
{our-roomed shack which by courtesy 
we speak of as the Children’s Shelter 
but. for which “The Children’s | 
Shanty” would be a more appropriate 
title. The one redeeming feature of 
the situation is the fact that the little 
waifs are in good hands and in con- 
ditions, physical and moral, infinitely 
better than those from which they 
have been .rescued. 

With our Shelter, such as it is, fill- 
ed to its utmost capacity, the work 
is virtually at a standstill, though 
the Society has knowledge of nearly 
a score of neglected children who are 
in dire need of its help and protec- 
tion. Our agent has been urged by 
prominent citizens to fake immediate j 
action in the case of a certain family; 
who are living in a state of filthiness | 
which ought not to be tolerated in 
any civilized community. The father 
as he goes about the streets is an 
offence to decency and a walking ad- 
vertisement of home conditions: the 
children cannot be admitted to 
school es the other pupils refuse, 
and rightly refuse, to associate with 
them. But we can do nothing for 
these children until we secure a suit- 
able Shelter—there is “no room for 
them.” ; 

Under these circumstances it may 
well be thought providential that the 
City should have on its hands a pro- 
perty admirably snited to the needs 
of the Children’s Aid Society, which 
only awaits your permission to” con- 
vert it from a civic burden and em- 
barrasxment into a beneficent insti- 
tution and a valuable asset. We re- 
fer to the house on Moira Street, 
formerly used as on Isolation Hos- 
pital. Gentlemen, our petition is 
that you grant us the use of this pro- 
perty, rent free, us a refuge for neg- 
lected and dependent children. That, 
by granting this, you would confer a 
benefit upon the City and secure re- 
turns of greater value than any other 
equal outlay could produce,swe have 
nots the slightest doubt. Realizing, 
however, that you ‘hold office andj 
power as a trust from the-people, and 
that to adopt the most beneficial mea- 
sure contrary ta the will of the elec- 
torate would be unconstitutional and 
unwise, we submit the above petition 
for public discussion as well as for 
your consideration. In so doing, we 
must recognize the principle that any 
disposal. of public property » should 
be justified on the ground of public 
utility. You, gentlemen, and :the 
ratepayers of ‘the City as a whole, 
have the right to ask what return. the 
Children’s Aid Society is prepared to 
make for the privilege sought. In 
this connection three questions <call 
for answers. 

1. Is there in this City and Cour 
a demand for the activities of a Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society?

On the ground of economy alone 
can be justified the ‘most liberal out- 
lay for the work of  child-rescue. 
“When society neglects this duty the 
penalty ix paid in the cost of main- 
tvining jails and penetentiaries.”” 

But this question should be dis- 
cussed on higher plans than that of 
mere economy of money. To treat 
the salvation, body and soul, of chil- 
dren as a mere problem of dollacs 
and cents, is not merely in-humane, 
it ix snerilege.

3. The division of the armed forces 
of the Empire into two parts, the first 
having local. defence as its function, 
the second designed for the service 
of the Empire as a whole, 

The memorandum attached urges 
the formation of a general staff, the 
membera of which shall have sub- 
stantially the same education, prefer- 
rably at the staff college at Camber- 
ly, England. The general staff, it is 
urged, must be an entity throughout 
the Empire, and to make it so all 
its members ought to be uniformly 
trained in principles und practice in ! 
one school under one heud. Inter. | 
change of staff officers is recommend. | 
ed and periodical general conferences; | 
also ao uniformity in the regulations 
and training of all imilitary units in ! 
the army throughout the Empire. | 

This communication from the War 
Office was sent by Lord Crewe to 
Earl Grey on Jan. 15. (The matter 
was taken up by the Privy Council 
and the following answer returned to 
Lord Crewe by Earl Grey:

MEMORIAL TO V NCOUVER, 


West Proposes to Honor the Name of 
Explorer of Pacific Coast. 


The Vancouver Province deals inter- 
estingly with a proposition to place 
some fitting memorial—as a tribute 
from British Columbians, and espe 
cially from the people of Vancouver— 
in the church in Surrey, England, in 
which the eminent navigator, Captain 
George Vancouver lies buried. 

The. Province says: ‘We feel sure 
that this suggestion will meet with 
the spproval of many of our readers.: 
It is not exactly to our credit that 
the last resting-place of a man so in- 
timately and so exemplarily connect- 
ed with our early history should have 
nothing to mark it beyond the ordin- 





ary and customary gravestone that in, 


a frugal and en age was placed 
there by family affection—no more, in 
fact, than was usually accorded the 
graves in which ‘the rude forefathers 
of the hamlet sleep!’ 

“We have opened up communica- 
tion with the rector of the church, in 
whom, according to English ecclesias- 
tical law, the freehold of the church 
and churchyard is vested, and who is 
responsible for the care and SEkeep 
of the {nbric. It is proposed to call, 
as soon as possible, o meeting of the 
subscribers to the fund, to discuss the 
form the memorial shall take, so that 
a definite suggestion from the donors 
may accompany their gift. Should 
this proposal meet with public favor 
it may later come within the bounds 
of possibility to erect a monument in 
commemoration of Captain Vancouver 
in Stanley Park. An obelisk of digni- 

proportions on Prospect Point, 
overlooking the narrows up which he 
sailed more than a century ago on his 
way to the inlet that he named after- 
Sir Henry“Burrard, of the royal ead 
would seem to be a suitable memorial. 
Besides perpetuating the memory of 
the great navigator it would be an’ 
object of interest to visitors and a 
landmark to those who follow the sea 
and come up the passage that he dar- 
ed when its waters were unchartered 
and unknown.

PLENARY COUNCIL. 


His Holiness the Pope Will Call the 
First One In Canada Soon. 


Ottawa, March 8.—The Catholic 
Register Extension, the organ of the 
Catholic. Church Extension Society 
in Canads, will announce on Tuesday 
that His Holiness the Pope has re- 
solved to call the first plenary coun- 
cil in Canada, through his represen- 
tative, Mgr. Sbarretti, apostolic dele- 
gate. The council will be held in the 
early summer at Quebec, and to it 
will be invited all the bishops of the 
Dominion, superiors ‘of religious instl- 
tutions, and a full body of theolo- 
gians. : 

This council will mark an epoch 
in Catholic Church: in Canada, and 
cannot be regarded by the faithful 
otherwise than as a signal favor by 
His Holiness. His Excellency, Mer. 
Sbarretti, will preside over the gath- 
ering, and while the doctrine will not 
be a subject of discussion, a restate- 
ment of it may .b2 made, and dis- 
eiplinary laws laid down to govern 
the changing conditions of the church 
in Canada, 

The United States has had three 
plenary councils, one in 1852, one in 
1866, and the last in 184. The South 
American republics had one in 1899, 
so that with the holding of the pro- 
posed great gathering in Canada the 
entire continent of America will be 
covered by plenary council legisla- 
tion.

A bIM before the Venasyl¥ania Leyz- 
istature asks for the payment of a 
dollar a day to all general hospitals, 
making provision for advanced cases 
of tuberculosis. Another bill prohib- 
itting spitting is also under consid- 
eration. 

The Arkansas Legislature has been 
asked to provide for a state sanator- 
jum. A bill providing for compul- 
sory notification is also being consid- 
ered. i 

Oklahoma legislators are consider- 
ing several minor bills pertaining to 
tuberculosis, among them. atts en- 
abling cities to erect local hospitals. 

It is proposed again to introduce 
into the [jinois Legislature a bill for 
a state sanatorium. This will be the 
fourth time such a bill has been be- 
fore that body. ‘

Ottawa, March 10.—At. 10 o'clock 
last night, Sir Frederick Borden con- 
cluded a three-hours’ speech in de- 
fence ‘of his militia estimates.

tia camp, where he’ would learn no- 
thing but to smoke cigarcttea and to 
drink bad whisky. : 

Sir Frederick announced that to 
economize, many corps. would be drill- | 
ed at local headquarters this year 

‘instead of being sent to camp, and 
certain corps in disorganized condi- 
tion would not be trained at all.

From Siam. 

London, Mafch 12.—Fifteen thous- 
and square miles of territory have 
been added to the British Empire by 
the treaty just signed at Bangkok, 
Siam, under the terms of which Siam 
cedes to Great Britain the States of 
Kalantan, Tringano and Kedah, which 
hereafter will be administered with 
the Malay federated states,

We also desire to thank the Sheriff 
for the many courtesies shown us 
and inissed his company in our in- 
spection. 

We have visited the jail and are 
pleased to report that ‘we fouad eve 
etythingvelean and in good order, 
the inmates neat and comfortable, for 
which the officials should rececive 
credit. 

We visited the Mario Institucion 
for the Deaf and Dumb, and under 
the guidance of Dr. Coughlin and his 
sta{f{-were shown through the difler- 
eut buildjngs, which,..we are, pleased 
to report, as being found clean apd 
in good order. 

We also visited the County House 
of Hefuge and found it in first- 
class order. The aged inmates ex- 
pressed their gratitude for the com- 
fortable quarters provided them,. and 
it was pleasant to bear their report. 
We were most courteously shown 

through the Institution by Mr. and 

Mrs. Wilson, in charge, and were 
amazed at the deep interest shown |

fireproof and therefore ought to be 
remedied at ‘once. ' 

Wo recommend that the County 

Suncil be advised that we consider 
thik proposed extension to the Couri 
Tlouse as a very nrcessary matter, 
both to comply with the law as well 
as placing ourselves on at Icast an 
even footing with the other counts 
in tho Province.

One of the most peculiar featurés of 
insanity is that occasionally one- fac. 
uity, elther sight, hearing, smell, taste’ 
or touch, is extraordinarily acute. Cer- 
tain Insane persons, insensible to every 
other impression, have a pronounced: 
taste for music and can repeat with 
accuracy an alr which they may have 
heard but once. Others bare a recol- 
lection of form and color and display 
an aptitude for drawing, while more 
frequently one may meet with an in- 
mate of an asylum who has 2 special 
memory for Ogures, dates, proper 
names and words generally. 

There is a case on record, for in- 
stance, of an imbecile who at twenty- 
seven bad such an extraordinary mem- 
ory that he could solve the most dim- 
cuit problems in arithmetic and alge- 
.bra and repeat word for word long 
poems after once- hearing them. in 
another case a boy of fourteen, with a 





difficulty in learning to read, could, if 
(allowed ‘two or three minutes to run 
over a page printed in a foreign lan- 
guage or treating of questions of which’ 
be was ignorant, repeat the words from 
memory as correctly as if the book had 
lying before him. Z : 
ery curious was the case of an- 
‘other man, a devout churchgoer, who 
could remember the day when every 
person had been buried in the parish 
for thirty-Gre years and could repeat, 
. With unvarylog “accuracy, the name 
and age of the deceased and mourners 
at the funeral. And yet be was a com- 
plete fool, and outside of the line of 
burials be had not one idea and could 
not give an intelligent reply to a single 
question or even be trusted to feed 
himself. : 


At Earlswood asylum, England, they 
have records of imbecilés who covld 
not ,only repeat accurately a page or 
more of any book which bad been read 
-years before, eren though it was a 
book they did not understand in the 
least, but also of an insane person who 
could repeat backward: what he had 
just read. 

Another curious case’ is that of an 
imbecile who, in the first place, never 

‘allied to gq to church and who on 
reaching hdme could repeat the ser- 
mon word by word, saying, “Here the 
minister coughed; bere he stopped to 
blow his nose,” and so on. - 

In another ense an imbecile knew 
the Bible so perfectly that if you asked 
him where such and such a verse was 
to be found he could tell without bes- 
itation and repeat the chapter, 

All these instances are well autbentl- 
cated, and others equally amazing and 
true could be added, And just as there 
is-one sense which is sometimes wou- 
derfully acute in persons of weak in- 
tellect, 0 in the case of bilnd people 
the sense of amell or bearing Is often 
very keen. 

Ono of the most remarkable cases on 
record was that of Julia Brace, = 
male deaf and blind mute yfho could 
distinguish brothers and sisters by 
smell and who recognized anybody she 
bad met before by the same means.

AIR. PRESSURE. 


The Weight a2 Human Body {s Com 
pelled to Sustain. 


Ii a person who had given no 
thought to the matter were told that 
he is perpetually sustaining a weight 
of about fourteen tons and that that 
stupendous burden is ever varying, 
scmetimes increasing, sometimes de- 
creasing, to the extent of 400 and 
500 pounds in the course of a few 
hours, he would probably consider 
that his informant was demented. 
But that prodigious load represents 
the weight of air which every. person 
of average size is always bearing, al- 
though, as the pressure is equal on 
all sides, the cumbersome burden is 
not only not felt, but under certain 
conditions of the atmosphere, when 
the barometer stands high, indicat- 
ing that the pressure is increased, a 
senre of inviggration is experienced, 
which passes nway when he has¢been 
telieved of the additional hundred- 
weight or two whieh he wax carry. 
ing. Some idea of the tremendous 
plewure of the air may be gathered 

y placing the hand firinly over the 
receiver of an air pump and exhaust- 
ing the air thercfrom. A large hand 
measuring cight square inches would 
then, if the sir were completely ex- 
hausted, have a weight of exactly a 
hundredweight pressing upon its up 
pt surface.

G.S. McConnell, Who Was Once With 
the Northwest. Mounted Police, 
Recounts the Rounding-Up of the 
Indians “When C. P. Ro Went 
Through—How Loud Volce Started 
to Pay Court to Marquis of Lorne. 


“When I read in the financial and 
commercial reviews of 1908 of the tre- 
mendous progress that the West has 
made in the past year I am tempted

Mounted Police, and subsequently, 
with the Indian Department:in‘clear- 
ing~the plains of the redskinsand 
rounding them up into reserves, where 
they could be watched over: by the 
officers of the Dominion Government. 

“It waa a great and. im 
chapter in Canadian history of which 
1, in some'-small part, was called 
upon fo assist,’ said Mr. McConne!l 
reminiscently. “I was a constable 
with the+ mounted: police when the 
word was sent from Ottawa to get 
SeHiodiens of the Northwest congré* 
gal together on reserves prepara- 
tory to the building of the Canadiar 
Pacific Railway, That’ war before 
1880, and the Indians living in the 
district where Regina and Moose 
Jaw now stand were little __ than 
bands of painted’ savages, and many 
of them, - addition, arrant horse 
thieves. So you will see that we had 
no light task before us to carry out 
the mandate of the Dominion Gov-’ 
emment. 

“There was one Indian in particu- 
lar with whom we had a great deal 
of trouble in the early stages of the 
game. This was the notorious chief 
Whitecap, who was always a thorn in 
the side of law and order. 

“One of the tribes which we had 
been looking after complained to our 
Commander, Major Walsh, a native 
of Brockville, now deceased, that 
Whitecap was stealing the horses of 
his enemies. The major sent a per- 
emptory order to the chief to send 
back the horses, and to deliver the 
thieves into custody. The chief 
langhed at the claim, and taunting. 
ly. replied ‘that he ~ would Inake 
mincemeat of the major and his fok 
lowers if he dared to come near the 
camp in search of the horses or the 
thieves. 

“Whitecap had a muster roll of 
some eighteen hundred warriors, bat 
Major Walsh, nothing daunted, turn- 


to] ed out at night with twenty-five con- 


stables, myself one, and order- 
ing four are to follow, headed the 
detachment straight for the renegade 
chief's camp.”

“Loud Voice, a famous chief of the 
Crees, had ideas of his own about 
etiquette and ceremonies,” said Mr. 
McCofnell. ‘‘He declared his inten- 
tion of taking all the cattle on the 
establishment with him to pay his 
respects to the marquis, and gave. it } 
out around the reserve in the Crooked 
Hills that he would march the beasts | 
fifty miles to meet the marquis and 
would march al} that remained after 
the feast he proposed giving all the 
way back again. 

“He refused to be reasoned with 
and hinted that if I made any move 
to stop him, rest would be trouble. 

“According to his promise, he start- 
ed out from the reserve one afternoon 
followed by three hundred braves, 
each one leading a choice head of cat- 
tle, . I watched the procession go over 
the hill, and then mounted my bron- 
cho and rode ont after them. iL piis:

Hides and Tallow Are Placed on Free 
List In Proposed Amendment, and 
Free Entry of Wood Pulp and a 
Reduced Rate on Pririt Paper Are 
Recommended — Senator Says 
Maine Industry Will Suffer. 


Washington, March 18.—Downward 
revision, maximum and minimum 
provisions, which impose an average 


maximum duty 20 per cent. in excess 
of the present tariff, and numerous 
provisions by which it is estimated 
that the revenue to the Government 
will be increased from forty to fifty 
million dollars, are the salient fea- 
tares of the new tariff bill which was 
introduced in the House yesterday by 
Representative Sereno E. Payne, 
chairman of the ways and means 


committee. 


As was expected, the new tariff 
bill is made on a maximum and mini- 
mum basis, with the provision that 
the maximum rates are not to go in- 
to effect until sixty days after th 
passage of the bill. 

Reciprocity provisions are contain- 
ed in the paragraphs assessing duties 
on bituminous coal and coke and 
agricultural implements, by which 
these articles are given entry free of 
duty. when imported from countries 
which permit the free importation of 
these articles from America. z 

In order to prevent the confusion 
which attended the enforcement of 
the piney tie on the day on which 
it became law, the Payne bill ig not 
to take effect until the day after ‘it is 
enacted, - 

The maximum and minimum pro- 
vision of the bill doea away with the 
necessity of continuing the foreign 
trade agreements. 

The internal revenue tax on cigar- 
ettes js materially increased, while 
the tax on beer and whisky is undis- 
turbed. % 

A-cut of fifty per cent, is made in 
the steel and lumber schedules. 

Hides, tallow, cottonseed oi] and 
works of art more than 20 years old 
are placed on the free list. 


The tariff on boots and shoes is re-. 


duced forty per cent., and on other 
leather made in proportion. 

The tariff on wool of the first and 
second class, used principally in 
clothing, is not disturbed, but on 
wool of the third class, known as car- 
pet wool, ia reduced on the cheaper 
grades. - 

A five cent reduction is made in the 
duties on shoddy and waste, while 
Wool tops are axsessed six cents a 
pound more than the duty on scour- 
ed_ wool, which ian unchanged. 

The recommendations for placing 
wood pulp on the free list and reduc 
ing the duties on print paper with 
certain restrictions made the 
Mann committee of the House are in: 
corporated in the bill, _. - 

A’ reduction of one-half cent s 
pound is also made in the duty on 
starch. Zine in ore is asseased one 
cent fer pound for the zinc contain- 
ed. The tariff on pig iron is reduced 
from $4 to $2.50 per ton. 

Petroleum is retained on the free 
list and the countervailing duty pro- 
vision is retained. 

A provision in the bill is designed 
to meet the conditions resulting from 
the patent laws of. Great Britain, 
which requires that. patenteea must 
manufacture their articles within 
Great Britain. This provision applics 
the same rules to patents taken out 
in this country by uliens as applied 
to Americana in the country of the 
aliens, Drawback privileges are ex- 
tended by the bill and the method of 
valuation on articles upon which the 
tariff imposes afad valorem duty ‘is 
broadenedsfor the purpose of prevent- 
ing the practice of under-vdluation. 

nator Hale, chairman of the Re- 
publican caucus, is among those who 
finds the bill objectionable. 

“It absolutely murders the wood 
eqs and paper industry of Maine,” 
he said. “This is the most important 
industry in our state, and*we shall 
resiat the change with the utmost 
possible view."

Burrell moved ‘that the House is ' 


of the opinion that for the purpose 
of enabling the clectors to exercise 
the full rights and privileges of their 
franchise, the general elections should 
be held on the same day throughout 
all theptovinces of Canada.” Under 


the system of deferred elections the : 


franchise was “a crippled, a maimed 
thing, which has been robbed of half 
its value.” He would not take the 
ground that in the past all deferred 
elections. had been unjustified, but 
he did hold that the 4,000 electora in 
constituencies where elections had 
been deferred had been practically 
disfranchised. The opinion of these 
people had been stifled. 

It was possible to hold all the elec- 
tions on the same day. In 1900 the 
Yale-Cariboo election was simultan- 
eous with the others.

During cach visit of inspection he 
has given an evening address of an 
informal character, from which tle 
teachers have received much benefit. 
Mr. Morgan spoke very earnestly 
and forcibly of the opportunity 
which the teacher bas to. influence 
the children for good at 1 time when 
they are most open to impressions, 
and of the responsibility which rests 
on bim, a resppnsibility as real as 
that of a minister of the gospel. In 
order that the teacher may have a 
good influence, he must be broad- 
minded, versed in child nature, and 
full of sympathy and = enthusiasm. 
One of the aids in keeping the tlass 
room work interesting and useful is 
the constant reading of up-to-date 
educational publications. Then many 
valuable hints may be given by 
teachers to one another if they talk 
together frankly and in « spirit of 
helpfulness. Mr.- Morgan then went 
on to the question of order-in the 
schoo! roony.- Several definitions of 
good.order, were given by various 
teachers, and the rule ywas formulat- 
ed that if the teacher has to stop 
teaching frequently to obtain erder, 
the order {s bad.

Gl w pensioners preferred to go 
to the General Postoffice for their pen- 
sions, although many of them had to 
walk considerable distances. Var- 
ious reasons were given for this pref- 
erence for the central office, but prob- 
ably one of the most quaint was 
that of an elderly woman who, in 
fine Scots Dorie, said she went to 
the “General” because she “couldna 
trust the district officers.” 

Others were desirous of keeping the 
fuct that they were pensioners tp 
themselves, and avoiding the idle cur- 
ivsity_of neighbors. 


Referring to the doubt in the minds 


of some of-the pensioners aa to the 


reality of the scheme, it might be 
mentioned that the worthy people of 
Dunmow, the little -Essex town from 
where the primest of prime flitches 
of bacon used .to come, were very 
sceptical about getting the 5s., and 
even now they are wondering how 
Jong the pension will last. 

They remind one of the old women 
from ‘the Chaddagh Settlement, in 
the city of Galway,-who got the idea 
into their heads that, in return for 
the pension, the Government claimed 
the right of enforcing military ser- 
vice from their sons. For thia reason 
some of them refused to accept the 
Ss. until they received the, explicit 
assurance that their “bhoys’’ would 
not have to go “to fight the blacks.” 

At Kingstown, near Dublin, one 
old lady created a scene by demand- 
ing to be paid at a «pecial counter, 
nx she could not mix with the class 
of people who were besieging the pay 
counter, The official regulations, how- 
ever,, were inexorable, and the lady 
was obliged to conform. 


Yet another old person in Dublin. 


refused a pension, as she believed it 
came from the Salvation Army, and, 
ax such, was likely to be prejudicial 
to her religious faith. ° 

Talking of Ireland, it might be men- 
tioned that the figures for the County 
of Fermanagh ure remurkable. Out 
of the total population of 63,000 there 
are 3,600 pensioners, so that, roughly, 
one person in every fifteen in the 


' county is un old-age pensioner, 


The suggestion that aman or wo- 
man may be foolish enough to keep 
a large sum on deposit at 1 per cent. 
ins a bank, or invest several thou- 
sund pounds in building rites, yield- 
ing no immediate revenue, and ripen- 
ing for the benefit of heirs, in order 
to claim u pension, is not quite so 
absurd as \t first uppears. 

A man jo received an old-age 
pension at Great Bentley, Essex, for 
instance, has $1,400 invested, owns 
nu house worth $1,500, and is in re- 
ccipt of $1 a week sick pay-from a 
benefit society. His wife hus $2,500 
invested at a low rate of interest. 

Another sxaniie of a wealthy pen- 
sioner is provided by a woman at 
Wood Green, who has $4,500 invested 
at small interest, and who is said 
to have-$1,000 in the bank 2nd some 
small house property. ‘ 

In a third case, an applicant who 
received his full pension admitted 
possession of three cows, several pigs, 
and a market garden. 

Pathetic in the extreme were some 
of the sncidens connected with old- 
age pension day. 

A particularly hard case is that of 
a Portsmouth man of seventy-five 
who, after having his claim silowed 
and getting his perer signed, was 
taken seriously ill. The town hos- 
pital was so full that he had to be 
accommodated in the workhouse in- 
ae This was. equivalent to par- 
ish relief and. meant his disqualihe ° 
tion for the pension which was with- 
in his grasp. ? ‘

“SIR JAMES GOWAN DEAD. | 
Knight Passes Away at His Home In 
; Barrie, Ont. ©. > 


Barrie, March/ 19.—Yesterday the 
citizens - heré~ were - miourning ~ the 
death of their most distinguished citi- 
zen, Sir James R. Gowan. The vener- 
able knight had been énjoying his 
osual health up to 9 o’clock Saturday 
evening last, when he was seized 
with a fainting spell, which confined 
him to his bed. “Gradually his 
strength declined till at two o’clock 
yesterday morning the end came. De- 
spite his more than 94 years, he re- 
tained ‘remarkable clearness up to 
the last. 

Sir James Gowan was born in Ire- 
land on Dec, 22, 1815, and for the last 
75 years has been a resident in Can- 
ada. As a student, he enrolled in the

militia in the rebellion of 1837, and 
participated in the fight at Gallows 
ate afterwards receiving a commis- 
sion, 

He was called to the Bar in 1839, 
and at the age of 29 he was appointed 
judge of the judicial district of Sim- 
coe, which office he resigned after 
40 years’ service. He fathered many 
law reforms and was more than once 
offered « Superior Court judgeship. 
He acted as jrdse and arbitrator in 
different royal commissions and was 
one of the three jects investigating 
the C.P.R. scandal. 

Although a nonogenarian he kept 
in close touch with public affairs till 
a short time ago, and till his last 
illness possessed a memory and intel- 
lect almost unimpaired by age. He 
wasa staunch imperialist, a consistent 
Conservative, and through his long 
and active life maintained a high 
standard of consistency and rectitude. 

The funeral, which will take place 
at 2 p.m. Saturday, from Ardraven, 
his late residence, to Union cemetery, 
Barrie, will be of a private character. 





THREE ASPHYXIATED. 


Toronto Man and Children Are Suffo- 
cated In Bed! 


Toronto, March 19.—With the gas 
jet in the room in which they slept 
tarned on full, Samuel Tanner, 45 
years, his ten-year-old daughter 
Barnh, and Robert, his eight-year-old 
son, were found dead in bed at his 
home, 3 Rideau avenue, near the 
Lansdowne avenue subway, yesterday 
morning.

About the Cleve. 

Children, how many of you know 
where the clove comes from? It is the 
Slower bod of an evergreen tree. When 
the flowers are in fal) bloom they are 
a brilliant red.

At first the bods are a pale 
green; then they become red. As soon 
as they become this color they are 
ready for picking and drying. The 
trees from which cloves are obtained 
are natives of the Motucess, or Spice 
islands. The trade in cloves once 
formed the basis of great fortunes in 
tore than one nation. About the close 
of the eighteenth century the clove 
tree was transplanted in otter coun- 
tries than the Spice islands, and now 
& great part of the commerce in cloves 
is carried on in Zanzibar. The .word 
clove comes from the French word 
clou, which means a nail. Doubtless 
the round, bard head caused its name, 
as S somewhat resembles # sinai! nail. 





The Sundew. 

A. striking illustration of the adapta- 
tion of plants to their surroundings Is 
shown in the sundew. This plant 
flourishes In boggy places; but, belng 
fleshy in nature, it needs nitrogen, sul- 
phur and other means of sustenance 
that the boggy soil cannot supply, :for 
these substances have been dissolved 
out of it. Here nature steps.in and 
gives the needed elements to the plant 
by Seeding it with insects whose bod- 
ies contain those elements. It has 
glands that secrete a viscid fuid that* 
glitters Uke dewdrops, and this fuld 
attracts and holds the Insects. After 
an Insect is caught the giand» curve 
inward, thus preventing it from escap- 
ing, and the leaf digests {t.

She read the petition 
asking that the franchise be extended 
to all women, the same as men. Six- 

: teen million women in the world were 
| interested in the question, shé said, 
and. in Canada the deputation had the 
support of women in every province. 
They were also supported by the 
mayor and council of Toronto and all 
the organizations they had approach- 
ed. They represented the people of 
Ontario, not only a few {nddists. 
They all believed that the home 
was woman’s sphere, but they went 
further and said the home was man’s 
sphere. Man should _ protect his 
home, and should help the women to 
protect the homes. The women want- 
ed to protect the children. 
Women paid a 6 proportion of 
the taxes «md should have some say 
as to what become of the money.

Cranberries should be heavi- 
ly swectened and ‘cooked with little 
water, so that they can be molded in

A quart of cranberries require only 
a cupful of bofling water. Boll stead- 
ily rather rapidiy for twenty minutes, 
add two cupfuls of sugar and cook for 
ten minutes, longer. An exact time 
toust be given {n cooking cranberries 
if one wishes to have them jelly prop- 
erly. Almost any cranberries will jel-. 
ly perfectly if cooked exactly accord-. 
ing to these directions, Do not strain 
them. Pour into.small china molds. 
This gives w dark, rich looking mold

In 
this class the most wonderful speci- 
men on record is the great Southern 
Cross pearl, which fs fn reallty nino 
pearls naturally grown together and 
forming a perfect cross an inch and a !

ing the central days of both the Mars 
sand the Mercury periods, covers the 
"ith to the 16th, being central with 
Moon’s last quarter on the 13th. This 
,is another period when the character. 
| istics of the Mars influence will be 
present to a marked degree. Vicious 
thunder storms, heavy rains, with 
destructive hail in many localities, 
will result at this time, if boreal in- 
fluences have not phenomenally do- 
minated storm and weather thus far 
jin the Mars period. If snow, slect 
and general cold have predominated, 
this period will bring unseasonably 
heavy'snow, sleet and cold. If warm 
tropical conditions prevail at this 
time, many dangerous tornadic storms 
j will be natural and inevitable. Our 
“It” in this forecast need not confuse 
or perplex any intelligent reader, or 
observer; whatever happens will be 
of an extreme order,,and the general 
character of what is coming will be 
indicated long beforehand. 

A Reactionary Storm Period is cen- 
j tral on the 18th, 19th and 20th, em- 
j bracing Mon in perigee and on the ce- 
; lestial equator on the 18th and New 
Moon on the 19th. This period pro- 
mises to be practically a prolonga- 
tion Of the preceding period, caused 
iby the continued influences of Mer. 
jcury, Earth, Venus and Mars. The 
; disturbances of this period will be 
: kind of phenomena. On ang touching 
the 18th and 19th, sudden high tem. 
perature, with very threatening bar- 
ometer, and thunder, rain and hail 
are most probable. Tornadoes are 
not improbable in many sections cen- 
[ tral and southward. A period of five 
j days, taking noon on the 19th as the 
center, is a time of great seismic pro- 
bability. A casual watch of the world’s 
telegraphic reports will confirm the 
truth of :this, and other similar fore 
casts. Frosts, and much cooler wil] 
follow this period. 

A Regular\Storm Period is central 
on the 2§th, cayering the 23rd to 28th, 
having Moon at greatest declination 
north on the 24th, and at first quar- 
ter on the 27th, Another marked fall 
of the barometer will sct in to the 
west at the entrance of this period, 
followed closely by cloudiness, higher 
temperature and rain: ‘ Storm areas 
will giow wider‘and gain intensity _as 
they reach central parts of their east- 
ward march.. Prom. about the 25th to 
23th, storms vill culminate from the 
Mississippi valley eastward to the 
Atlantic. High barometér, west winds 
and. possible’ snow squalls to the 
northward need not be a surprise on

Much cooler weather with frost will be 
quite natural during the last four or 
five nights of the month. Whatever 
peculiar intensity the. Mars “period 
jmay fasten upon the general pheno- 
mena in March and April, it will sub- 
side, in a great measure, by the end 
of April, leaving, it is hoped; a more 
Placid possibility: for the month of 
May. If the first half-of April is’ not 
characterized by frequent and intense 
storms of some kind, seismic disturb 


ances will be more severe and general, 


thus relieving the astronomic strain,
